“That’s more than the 
total floor space of Assiniboia 
Hall.”

Electrician Makes Smart Switch to Keep His Current Employer 


As 1987 opened, University 
electrician Gary Hilsen could be 
allowed some optimism about his 
family’s future. Since 1983 when 
their daughter Kelsey Dawn was 
born, he and his wife, Bernadette, 
had learned to adjust to life on one 
wage. 

And by the time their son Keegan 
came along last year, they had 
made the move to a four-bedroom 
home in Ardrossan. 

A heavy load for a one-salary 
family. 

But Gary, born and raised in 
Edmonton, was at last feeling 
settled, making good money, 
holding down a secure University 
job, a job he liked, a job that he 
considered his career. 

Then on Monday, 5 January, he 


was laid off for the first time in his 
life. 

“] was very surprised,” he says. 
Four other electricians had less 
seniority than he. But five had been 
cut, along with 30 clerical and 
technical staff. 

His options were construction 
(“not exactly at its peak,” he says), 
a painful relocation, or the added 
stress of working out of town, far 
from home, wife and children. 

On the other hand, his most 
recent employer was the 
University. His contract entitled 
him to almost three months’ layoff 
pay; he had the right to be recalled 
to the first available University job 
for which he was qualified; he was 
encouraged to attend free seminars 
on résumé preparation, and he had

generous time off for interviews. If 
he wanted, the University would 
even pay for any courses he took to 
upgrade himself for re-entry to the 
job market. 

He decided to switch to another 
line of work. Remembering how 
he’d been turned down once for a 
University building superintendent 
job, he applied to NAIT for the 
building operator’s A licence and 
management and supervisory 
training he needed. 

By April he had the licence, even 
if he was no closer to a new job. 

Meanwhile, he went to 
interviews: up against 30, 50, on 
one occasion 150 other applicants. 
He felt dispirited. The layoff money 
was good, but that would run out. 
His lack of experience supervising 
others was working against him in 
interviews, he felt. 

Then in June came the break, 
when he landed the job of building 
super for Chemical/Mineral and 
Mechanical Engineering, the same 
job he’d unsuccessfully applied for 
some two years earlier. 

Gary Hilsen is realistic about the 
change of jobs. In the new position 
his shortage of qualifications 
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dictates that he’ll earn substant'-"'v 
less this year than last. His sta 

and responsibilities on campus 
have changed. And this fall he'll be 
back at NAIT, taking a personnel 
supervision course. 

But he considers himself very 
fortunate. “I think the University 
had a certain amount of 
compassion,” he says. “In a lot of 
places it would be, see you around, 
it’s been nice .. . Here, no one ever 
closed a door on me.”
